I have in my vossession a silver medal with a medallion of 
George III on one side and the British coat of arms on the other. 
It was obtained by a friend of mine, Mr. A. Mardis, of Sylvie, 
Kensas, as indicated in a letter from him which reads as follows: 
I inclose herein an old medal found with other trinkets in 
a cave in the Wichita Mountains by a squaw man--it seemed to 
be @ burying place for some Indian chief. I can get an 
affidavit from the finder as to the condition when found. 
He lives in the Choctaw Nation near Aylesworth, Okla. I 
purchased it from him a few months ago while looking up some 
Indian lands. It might seem valuable to some of George III's 
people--and I want to sell it. Can yout have it looked up? 
Mr. T. T. Belote, Assistant Curator of History in the 
National Museum, reports on the medal as follows: 

This specimen is a silver medal of the type presented by 
the British government to Indian chiefs in token of peace 
and friendship and also in recognition of services rendered 
the British cause during the war of the Revolution. 

I am requested to inquire as to the commercial value of
